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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16, 18-43 and 45 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding Claims 1 and 30, the closest prior art, Miura et al. (US Patent No. 

4,617,055) discloses the claimed apparatus and method steps except for the second 
reaction stream having been generated by second heat creating means selected from 
one of a DC plasma torch and RF plasma torch wherein the second heating means 
including an inlet, an outlet to deliver said second reactant stream to the second 
reaction chamber and its method steps. There is no suggestion/motivation to modify the 
apparatus and process of Miura et al. with this structure and process steps. 

Claims 2-16, 18-29, 35-40 and 31-34 directly or indirectly depend on Claims 1 
and 30 respectively. 

Regarding Claim 41 , the closest prior arts, Aston (US Patent No. 5,640,843) 
and/or Detering et al. (US Patent No. 5,749,937) references disclose the claimed 
convergent-divergent nozzle except for at least one opening of said nozzle into the flow 
path of said heated gas flow entrained vapourised material at the throat of said nozzle. 

Claims 42, 43, and 45 directly depend on Claim 41 .
